Recently a Scotland Yard Inspector, who is attached to the ] Military 
police at Trieste, Italy, has informed an Agent of this bureau that it is an 
undisputed fact tint subject Pornianri’s vdf e , died in Southern Tyrol and that 
she is buried in or near dolsnno, Venezia, Italy , and that the exact position 
of- her grave is presumably knevn to the Int.ollii^ncQ Authorities in that district. 
Do also advised that nomwnn toe throe children, two of then beys ages about six 
and nine, and one .girl who is twelve or fourteen years of 'age. The Scotland 
Yard Inspector claims that he actually sav; these children in Bolzano in februai-y 
1946, and that Me true identity of the children is generally known tc all 
residents in that district and presumably also to the Intclliionce Authorities 
there. 

The Invxictor stated t.Jvit he believes, tlx: subject is alive and that 
Vo is hiding in Ccuthorr. Tyrol in or near heir..-. no. He claims this country is 
a -.xirfcct hide-out as it is vcip mountainous an., in addition the Italian Police 
Officials in that cart of the country arc very corruot and uncooperative.
